markably ready to do. His grandfather Mr, Tho- 
mas Evans of the Pentre, Brecknockſhire, was the

ded moll effeftually io piomote its intereſls, So that the poor mini · 
ſlers of Chriſt hared very largely in his compaſſionate regards, and, 
were multitudes of them refreſhed by his liberality, Nor did be 
chnſine his benevolence to thoſe of his own ſentiments only i but 
£ cheerfully extended it to many who differed from im. Ina word, 
as his charities were thus generous and extenſive, ſo the ne 
humanity, and privacy wich which they were condufled, ſpeuted 10 
him the moſt cordial reſpeft from thoſe who ſhared of them, as well 
| df metited the imitativr of thoſe who could not avoid kyawing theme 
And as he was thus charizable whillt living; ſo in this reſpekt as wel 
ad many others, being dead he ſlill ſpeaketh. | | NM f 
In the chatafler of a miniſter, he approved himfelf judicious, | 
ptudent, faithful, and laborious, His religious principles, which 
were thoſe commonly called Calvinifticaly he ever maintained witty 
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perſons, Auguſt the 7th, 1730; the onflifiadce be- 


ing adminiſtered If, Mr. Foſkett himſelf, and «„ 
ſoitable 


2 Needy chriſlian zeal. But though he was ſlrenuous for ads 1 f 
apprehended to be the truth; yet was he fond of no extreme. While 
he ſtrongly aſſerted the honors of free grace, he earneſlly conien- 
| tended for the neceſſity of good works; preaching duty as well ay 
Privilege, and recommending holineſs as the only way to happt- f 
| nels. And with what judgment, ſeriouſneſs, and affeftion, be in- 
ſiſted on theſe important and intereſting ſubjects, you cannot but 
remember; as alſo the extraordinary weight, which theſe his in- 
ſtructions received, from his own very regular and pi pious example, | 
He was indeed a pattern to the flock in word, in converſation, i in 
charity, in ſpirit, in faich, in purity. Nor was he without the 
pleaſure of ſeeing his labors crowned with great and happy. ſucceſs 3: 
as ſufficienily appears from the preſent very fourithng late of this 
Community, | 

To all which I may add, that in the office of a Tutor be failed 
not to- purſue the ſame ends, which animate his profeſſion as 2. 
Chriſlian, and: his public labors as a miniſter, He was always 
fludious to promote the real advantage of thoſe under his care, en- 
deavouring to lead their minds into a general knowledge of the moſt | 
beneficial and i important branches of literature. And though he 
judged a ſuperficial education belt ſuited to the years and capacities. 
of ſome ; yet he encouraged and aſſiſted others in the purſuit of a. 
more finiſhed one; conforming himſelf in the whole to the profelſed 
. deſign of the founder of this Inſliiution. Andi it is remarkable ob 
molt of thoſe that were under his, care that they approved ther» 
ſelves truly ſerious, and do at qu time wich great reputation fill 
many of our churches. 

In the regular and unwearied diſcharge of all theſe ſeveral duties 
of his profeſſion he ſpent 1 near forty years ; during which time he 
ſuffered little or no interruption in his work from the diſorders in-
